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GEAIIT  PRODUCTION  IN  YUGOSLAVIA 

The  second,  estimate'  of  the  1927  wheat  crop  of  Yugoslavia  shows  a 
decrease  of  more  than  5,000,000  bushels  from  the  earlier  estimate,  the 
production  now  being  placed  at.  56,511,000  bushels,  according  to  a  cable 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  International  In- 
stitute of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  figure  places  the  wheat  production 
below  that  of  the  past  three  years.     The  rye,  barley,  oats  and  corn  esti- 
mates have  also  been  lowered  slightly  by  the  second  estimate.     Rye,,  barley 
and  oats  production  is  considerably  below^that  of  the  past  two  years,  while 
the  corn  crop  is  smaller  than  any  crop  since  1921,  and  not  much  more  than 
half  as  much  as  for  the-  past  three  years.  ■: 

■      CURRENT  AiABKBT  CONDITIONS 

The  British  bacon  market  declined  sharply  during  the  week  ended 
November  2,     Liverpool  quotations  on  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  -/ere  lower 
than  at  any  time  since  last  February,  and  were  only  slightly  above  quota- 
tions on  Canadian  stock.     See  table,  page  665. 

The  British  barley  market  showed  continued  firmness  in  waiting  bar- 
ley prices,  but  a- somewhat . easier  tone  in  feeding  grades  for  the  -^eek  ended 
November  3.     Quotations  on  California  sample  and  Chilean  were  unchanged 
from  the  preceding  week.    The  demand  for  malting  barley  was  somewhat  leas 
active,  and  many  of  the  samples  offered  snowed  weather  damage.    The  feeding 
trade  .has  been  slow,  with  small  Danuaian  supplies.    Argentina  reports  the 
weather  as  clear  and  warmer.     The  Argentine  export  duty  for  November  has 
been  fixed  at  1.5  cents  per  bushel. 

The  fifth  series  of  the  Sydney  wool  sales  opened  October  31  with  a 
rising  tendency  in  prices  and  strong  demand  from  all  sections,  particularly 
Japan,  Prance,  Germany  and  Russia,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  General  Lawton.    Demand  for 
raw  wool  at  Bradford  continues  strong  and  prices  of  crossbreds  and  merino 
tops  were  respectively  1  cent  and  2  cents  higher  than  last  week,  according 
to  a  cablegram  received  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley,  quoting  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford.  New 
business  in  yarn  has  been  conducted  at  higher  prices.     Inquiries  for  piece 
goods  have  increased. 
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3S3AD  GRAINS 

The  reported  wheat  production  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  remains  the 
same  as  reported  last  week  when  estimates  had  "been  received  from  35  countries 
of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  with  a  total  production  of  3,085,079,000  bushels 
as  compared  with  2,902,501,000  bushels  in  the  sane  countries  in  1925.  The 
first  estimate  of  production  in  Australia  brings  the  total  1927  crop  for  33 
countries  up' to  3,201,079,000  bushels  as  compared  with  3,063,357,000  bushels 
last  year.     See  table,  page  657. 

Conditions  in  Canada 

The  excellent  weather  prevailing  throughout  the  province  of.  alberta 
during  October  remedied  the  effects  of  the  rains  and  a  good  deal  of  the  grain] 
no-'  being  threshed  is  grading  "straight",  according  to  a  report  from  Consul 
Samuel  C.  Reat  at  Calgary,  Canada.     It  is  estimated  that  on  the  first  of 
November  35  to  40  per  cent  of  the  season's  crop  was  threshed  and  three  to 
"    four  weeks  of  favorable  weather  should  see  threshing  completed.    About  6,500  I 
machines  are  being  operated  in  the  province  with  an  average  total  daily  out- 
put of  over  8,000,000  bushels. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  also  reported  on  October  31  that  the 
warmer  temperatures  and  occasional  drying  winds  throughout  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces have  dried  out  the  grain  and  the  wheat  now  being  threshed  is  grading 
better  generally  than  was  previously  reported. 

Conditions  in  Europe 

The  weather  over  Europe  for  the  ^eek  ending  November  3  v/as  generally 
mild  and  favorable  to  seed  development,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V. 
Steere  at  Berlin.     The  drought  in  southern  Italy  has  been  broken  by  good 
rains.     Favorable  rains  also  fell  over  Rumania,  central  Europe  and  northern 
prance.     Recent  reports  on  the  German  bread  grains  appear  to  indicate  that 
the  quality  of  the  grain  is  even  worse  than  was  expected,  according  to  a 
cable  from  Mr«  Steere.

Berlin,     ^neat  exports,  however,  are  only  one-fifth  to  one- sixth  as 
large  as  last  year.     Rye  procurements  to  October  15  -ere  28,542,000  bushels 
as  compared  with  25,000,000  bushels  in  1926. 
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Total  grain  procurements  for  the  season  amount  to  3,801,000  short 
tons  against  3,596,000  short  tons  in  1926.     Procurements  up  to  October  10 
r/ere  1,775,000  short  tons  in  Ukraine,  1,290,000  short  tons  in  North  Cau- 
casus, 1,163,000  short  tons  in  the  Central  Agricultural  Begion,  419,000 
short  tons  in  the  Volga-  and  Orenburg,  and  331,000  short  tons  from  the  re- 
maining regions.     Por  the  same  period -last  year,  procurements  in  Ukraine 
were  1,290,000  short  tons,  North  Caucasus  1,168,000  short 'tons,  Central 
Agricultural  legion  245,000  short  tons,  Volga  and  Orenburg  375,000  short 
tons,  and  375,000  short  tons  for  the  remaining  regions.  Procurements 
since  the  latter  part  of  September,  especially  wheat »  are  running  below 
last  year  and  the  October  total  will  probably  be  less  than  September.  Be- 
cent  reports  from  Ukraine  state  that  total  grain  crops  are  smaller  than 
last  year.     ..heat  procurements  in  Uorth  Caucasus  have  amounted  to  only  45 
per  cent  of  last  year. 

A  smaller  cereal  crop  in  Turkestan'  is  reported  in  "Economic  Life", 
October  14,  necessitating  larger  shipments  of  grain  from  the  rest  of  Soviet 
Bussia,  probably  from  North  Caucasus,,  and  Volga  regions.     The  local  plan- 
ning organization  estimates  this  year's  grain  shipments  to  Turkestan'  at 
740,000  short  tons  compared  with  469,000  short  tons  in  1926-27,  thus  cur- 
tailing the  surplus  available  for  -export.     A  delay  in  fall  seeding  in  parts 
of  Western  North  Caucasus  as  a  result  of  drought  in  August  and  September 
is  reported  in  "Economic  Life"  of  October  21,  which  is  expected  to  prevent 
the  expansion  of  winter  sown  v/heat  previously  looked  forward  to  in  that 
region.     The  crops  that  were  sown  early  were  damaged  by  Hessian  fly.  More 
high  quality  seed  was  used  this'year  than  last,  however. 

Southern  Hemisphere  conditions

Cash  prices  of  wheat  continued  to  decline  during  the  week  ending 
October  28.    The  weighted  average '  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  of 
wheat  at  the  five  principal  markets  declined  5  cents  to  a  new  low  level  of 
$1.23.     All  classes  of  wheat  contributed  to  the  drop  ill  prices  but  the  de- 
cline of  6  cents  in  No'.  1  dark  northern  spring  this  week  v;as  a  leading  fac- 
tor.    For  the  two  preceding  weeks  this  grade  of  dark  northern  spring  had

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With  the  exception  of  No.  '2  soft  red  winter,  wheat  prices,  as  shorn 
in  the  table  on  the  preceding  page,  have  reached  new  low  levels  for  the 
season.    From  the  middle  of  August  to  the  middle,  of  October  this  year's 
price  of  No.  2  amber  duriM  had  been  following  very  closely  the  price  of  two 
years  ago,  but  during  the  last  two  weeks  they  have  drawn  apart.  Since 
October  28,"  however,  cash  prices  have  steadied,  somewhat.

S7C.OC0  "bushels  of 
corn,  of  which  365,000  bushels  came  from  -Argentina  aad  the  remainder  from 
the  Dominican  Republic.    Total  imports  for  August  re-ached  1,177,000  bushels, 
Of  the  September  receipts  from  Argentina,  410,000  bushels  entered  at  New 
York,  411,000  at  YSest  Coast  points,  ana  40,000  at  Now  Orleans.  During 
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August,  when  the  bulk  of  these  shipments  probably  were  contract'od  for,  the  " 
spread  between  Buenos  Aires  prices  and  Kb.  3. yellow  at  Chicago  ranged  be- 
tween 30  and  35  cents.     The  September  spread  averaged  18  cents,  and  October 
less  than  11  cents,  with  a  low  average  of  under  7  cents  for  the  'last  2  weeks 
of  the  month.     Total  Argentine  corn  exports  during  September  were  about 
32,300,000  bushels,  and  in  October  about  23,800,000  bushels.  September 
exports  from  the  united  States  reached  about  770,000  bushels  which  was 
100,000  bushels  less  than  the  imports.

On  the  assumption  that  the  corn  required  for  seeding  had  been  de- 
ducted from  the  above  figures,  and  that  home  requirements  for  feeding  till 
next  April  would  be  about  18,100,000  bushels,  the  "Times-1  believed  that 
there  were  still  some  82,700,000  bushels  left  for  export.     This  would  make 
the  total  exportable  surplus  for  the  year  about  260,OOJ,000  bushels. 

The  "Times"  estimate  of  exportable  surplus  for  the  balance  of  the 
season  is  within  the  probable  range,  indicated  by  official  production^  and 
trade  figures  and  trade  reports  from  other  sources  for  recent  months.

256,000,000  bushels  for  experts  and  carryover.    Assuming  the  "Times"  esti- 
mate of  carryover  from  the  previous  crop  of  8,000,000  bushels,  previously 
reported,  to  be  correct,  the  exportable  sv,rplus  for  the  year  would  be 
264,000,000  bushels.     Exports  to  October  1  are  reported  at  195,000,000 
bushels,  leaving  a  balance  of  69,000,000  for  export  from  October  tc  March, 
inclusive,  ana  for  carryover.     The  high  export  price  this  year,  however,  may 
have  led  to  decreased  domestic  consumption,  leaving  a  larger  exportable 
surplus.    Allowing  only  50,000,000  bushels  for  domestic  consumption,  the  surpl 
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would. be  about  84,000,000  bushel  a  from  October  1  on  or  50,000,000  from 
November  1  on.    Last  year  actual  exports  from  November  through  March  were 
112,597,000  bushels,  in  1925-26,  48,236,000  bushels,  and  in  1924-25, 
40,503,000  bushels.

The  1927-28  acreage  of  barley  in  Victoria,  South  Australia  and  Me  st- 
ern Australia.,  which  together  represent  about  95  per  cent  of  the  -hole  of 
the  Australian  crop,  show  an  area  of  about  342,000  acres  compared  with 
372,000  acres  last  year,  according  to  the  "Journal  of  Commerce  of -Victoria" . 
.  Interest  in  the  Australian  cro"p  centers  in  the  fact  that  a  part  of  the  crop 
is  a  high  grade  malting  barley  in  demand  on  the  British  market  in  competi- 
tion with  our  Calif orni an  crop.    The  estimate  for  the  barley  sowings  in 
Victoria  this  year  shows  a  slightly  increased  acreage  over  that  of  last 
year.    A  somewhat  larger  proportion  of  this  year's  area  is  being  sown  to 
Cape  barley,  and  a  correspondingly  smaller  proportion  to  malting  barley, 
western  Australia  also  reports  an  increased  area  with  about  half  of  it  being 
sown  to  malting  varieties.     In  South  Australia,  however,  the  barley  acreage 
is  falling  off  ret her  seriously,  only  231,200  acres  being  sown,  compared 
with  269,000  acres  harvested  last  year. 

The  export  of  not  Quite  300,000  bushels  of  barley  from  the  United 
States  for  the  week  ending  .October  29  is  the  smallest  since  the  middle  of 
July.    Total  exports  since  the  first  of  July  this  year  have  been  about 
16,200,000  bushels  compared  with.  7,100,000  bushels  last  year. 

OATS 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  production  estimates  during  the  past 
week.    The  summary  of  the  29  countries  so  far  reported  is  shown  on  page  658. 

In  Manitoba  65  to  70  per  cent  of  the  oats  had  been  threshed  by  Octo- 
ber 10,  the  oats  turning  out  to  be  a  good  deal  of  a  failure,  in  contrast  to 
the  barley,  which  was  a  splendid  crop,  according  to  a  trade  report.  In 
Saskatchewan  about  55  per  cent  of  the  grain  had  been  threshed,  and  in  Al- 
berta 15  to  20  per  cent,  with  oats  in  numerous  instances  running  60  to  70 
bushels  to  the  acre. 

The  "Journal  of  Commerce  of  Victoria"  reports  an  increased  oats 
acreage  in  1927-28  for  the  three  states  of  Victoria,  South  Australia  and 
V."e stern  Australia,  which  together  produce  most  of  the  oats  of  Australia. 
The  total  area  of  the  three  states,  including  that  to  be.  cut  for  hay,  is 
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about  2,223,000  acres  eoispared  with  2,130,000  last  year;.     Shorts  of  oats 
from  the  United  States  continue  light,  amounting  to  only  66,000  bushels  for 
the  reek  ending  October  29.     For  the  season  since  -July  1,  however,  nearly 
2,900,000  bushels  have  gone  out,  compared  ruth  only  2,000,000  last  year.

TOBACCO 

The  Canadian  tobacco  crop  for  1927  is  estimated  at  43,917,000  pounds, 
according  to  the  Tobacco  Crop-Eeoorti ng  Service  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  on  the  basis  of  reports  from  crop  correspondents.     This  is  an  in- 
crease of  52.4  per  cent  compared  with  the  28,824,000  pounds  grown  last  year. 
Ontario  Burle.v  which  constitutes  a  third  to  a  half  of  the  total  Canadian  crop 
amounted  to  22,385,000  pounds  this  year  compared  with  11,077,000  in  1926.

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SUGAR 

The  European  beet  harvesting  started  off  under  generally  favorable 
conditions,  according  to  a  trade  report  dated  October  11.     Slicing  is  under 
■way  in  nearly  all  important  sugar  producing  countries.    The  latest  sugar 
beet  tests  indicate  that  in  general  the  roots  are  well  developed  and  above 
the  average  in  weight,  while  the  sugar  content  is  below  that  of  last  year. 
In  Czechoslovakia  and  the  Balkans,  however,  the  sucrose  content  is  high  as 
compared  with  last  year,    leather  conditions  in.  Germany  and  France  were 
reported  to  be  ideal  and  as  a  result  the  sucrose  content  of  the  beets  has 
improved.     In  France  the  farmers  are  delaying  the  harvest  as  long  as  pos- 
sible in  order  to  allow  the  beets  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  ideal  weather 
conditions  for  storing  up  sucrose.

LIVESTOCK  MOVEMENTS  IN  CANADA?     Sales  of  cattle  and  calves  at  Can- 
adian stock  yards  for  the  first  9  months  of  1927  showed  a  decline  of  S  per 
cent  agianst  the  same  period  of  1926,  according  to  official  figures  issued 
by  the  Dominion  Livestock  Branch.    Hog  sales,  however,  show  an  increase  of 
4  per  cent  and  sheep,  8.9  per  cent.     In  spite  of  lower  stock  yard  sales  in  1927 
increases  in  the  number  of  cattle  and  calves  shipped       .. to  inspected 
slaughter  houses  created  an  increase  of  6  per  cent  in  the  slaughter  figures 
for  that  class  of  livestock.  For  the  same  period,  hog  killings  also  in- 
creased to  the  extent  of  15  per  cent.     Hog  shipments  to  the  United  States 
'went  up  22  per  cent,  while  bacon  exports  to  this  country  rose  over  ?00  per 
cant.    Exports  of  other  forms  of  pork  to  both  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  show  increases  over  last  year.     See  tables,  page  662.

IRISH  PIGS  CURED  AND  EXPORTED  ALIVE:     There  has  been  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  exportation  of  live  hogs  from  Ireland  this  year,  according 
to  recent  official  statements.  For  the  42  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  October  13  the  number  exported  numbered  229,000  against  98,000  and 
27,000  respectively  during  the  corresponding  periods  of  1926  and  1925.  This 
large  increase  is  due  chiefly  to  the  increased  British  demand  for  Irish 
fresh  pork  brought  about  by  the  British  government  quarantine  against  the 
importation  of  fresh  meat  from  the  continent.     See  tr.blo,  page  GS5.. 
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FRESH  FRUIT -PRODUCTION  ESTIMATES  IN  OCTOBER  1927:     In  contrast  to 
larger  supplies  in  England  and  the  Continent,  apple  crops  of  North  America 
are  decidedly  belc"7  those  of-  last  year,  according  to  latest  reports.

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SIBERIAN  BOTTSSi  PROCUmiF^S  IFCRFASS  SLOWLY 

Procurements  of  batter  in  Siberia  by  the  Russian  Government  and  co- 
operative agencies  emanated  in  the  season  closing  September  30,  1027,  to 
81,755,000  pounds,  which  is  reported  as  falling  short  by  some  2  per  cent 
of  fulfilling  the  procurement  plan  for  the  year.    This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  about  15  per  cent  over  the  procurements  by  the  same  agencies 
during  the  preceding  year.    For  the  same  period,  total  saleable  supplies,  ho 
ever,  increased  only  5  per  cent  as  compared  with  35  per  cent  in  1324-25,  sho 
ing  some  decline  in  the  importance  of  private  trade.     The  increase  in  the 
quantity  of  saleable  butter  in  Russia  in  recent  years  has  not  been  partic- 
ularly rapid  by  comparison  with  the  increase  in  herds  and.  in  the  grain 
acreage,  according  to  the  Siberian  correspondent  of  "Economic  Life",  writ- 
ing in  the  issue  of  October  21,  1327.     The  procurements  by  government  and 
cooperative  agencies  during  recent  seasons  are  reported  as  follow; 
47,416,000  pounds  in  1323-24;  60,200,000  pounds  i:i  1324-25;  70,352,000 
pounds  in  1325-26;  and  81,735,000  pounds  in  1325-27. 

The  Siberian  correspondent  seeks  to  account  for  the  retarding  in- 
fluence as  something  abnormal  in  vie:?  of  the  dairy  resources  of  the  region. 
The  real  cause  of  the  clow  rate  of  increase  is  to  be  found,  he  states,  in 
the  relations  between  grain  and  dairy  production.    The  average  procurement 
price  for  butter  in  1925-27  is  given  as  the  equivalent  of  29  cents  per 
pound  against  22  1/2  cents  in  1925-25,  any  losses  at  this  season's  prices  to 
producers  having  been  made  up  by  the  central  authorities.  Accordingly, 
the  prices  received  for  milk  at  the  creameries  during  the  past  season  are 
not  considered  to  have  been  discouraging  as  in  the  preceding  season.  The 
correspondent  observes,  however,  that  in  those  districts  in  which  grain 
offerings  particularly  increased,  butter  supplies  were  lessened.     In  the 
total  dairy  area,  the  increase  in  grain  acreage  was  19  per  cent  over  the 
preceding  year,  whereas  production  of  saleable  butter  increased  only  12 
per  cent.     The  disproportionate  growth  of  grain  farming  relative  to  dairy 
farming  in  the  Siberian  dairy  areas  is  viewed  with  apprehension  by  the 
Siberian  correspondent. 


BRITISH  HOP  SITuAIICF: 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  Great  Britain  estimates  the  British 
hops  production  for  the  current  year  at  28,615,000  pounds  from  an  acreage 
of  23,004  acres,  according  to  a  cablegram  to  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  3.  A.  Foley  at  London.  This 
indicates  a  decrease  in  production  of  23  per  cent  as  compared  with  last 
year  when  37,134,000  pounds  *-ere  harvested  from  an  acreage  of  25,600  acres. 
A  yield  of  1,244  pounds  to  the  acre  is  reported  for  this  year  as  compared 
with  1,453  pounds  to  the  acre  for  1926  and  1,514  for  1925.    According  to 
trade  rencrts,  there  are  still  lar^e  supplies  of  hops  on  hand  in  England 
carried  over  from  the  two  last  years;  with  this  year's  low  crop  it  is  ex- 
pected that  most  of  these  suooiies  will  be  absorbed,  leaving  a  small  carry- 
over at  the  end  of  the  season.

CUBA  REVISES  .CUSTOMS  TARIFF 

The  new  customs  tariff  of  the . Republi c . of  Cuba,  which  was  drafted 
.by  the  Cuban- Tariff  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  February  9, 
1925,  became  effective  on  October  .26,  1927,     Under  the  reciprocity  treaty 
between  the  United  States  and  Cuba,  concluded  in  1903,  imports  from  the 
United  States  enjoy  preferential  treatment  in  the  -  form,  of  -a  reduction  from 
.the  general  rates,  ..ranging  from.  20  per  cent  :on  ..such  commodities  as  •  lard, 
and  meat  products ....  to  .30 .peg;  cent  on  butter  and  cereals,  and  40  per  cent 
on  rice.'  A  schedule  of.  the  new  rates,  together -with  the  old  rates  on  im- 
portant agricultural  products',,  .will  appear  -in-  an.  early,  issue  of  this  pub- 
lication. 
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AGRICULTURAL.  ECONOMICS  IK  THE  BRITISH  EMPIRE 

Agriculture  in  the  British  Empire  is  in  need  of  more  extensive  work 
in  agricultural  economics,  and  of  research  organizations  to  develop  desir- 
able material,  according  to  a  recent  report  of  the  Imperial  Economic  Com- 
mittee of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board.     In  commenting  on  the  report,  the 
American  Consulate  General  at  London  observes  that  the  work  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  is  cited,  and  that  considerable 
importance  is  attached  to  the  expected  results  of  the  Ttorld  Agricultural 
Census  of  1930,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Leon  M.  Estabrook,  late  of 
this  Bureau  and  now  collaborating  with  the  International  Institute  of  Ag- 
riculture as  director  of  the  census  oroject. 

The  Imperial  Economic  Committee  recommends  activities  which  will 
study  the  movement  of  Empire  crops  from  producer  to  consumer.     Some  of  the 
general  headings  recommended  as  covering  possible  activities  are,  (a)  An- 
alysis of  Supply;  (b)  Analysis  of  Demand;  and  (c)  Orderly  Marketing. 
Special  interest  is  manifest  in  the  study  of  price  tendencies.    Land  tenure, 
farm  management,  effects  of  climate,  and  economic  geography  are  a  few  of  the 
phases  of  agricultural  economics  mentioned  as  being  marked  for  special  in- 
vestigation.   Little  work  of  such  nature  has  been  conducted  systematically 
in  any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  the  report  reveals.    In  Australia  a  few 
cost  of  production  studies  in  experimental  areas  have  been  made,  although 
no  government  or  other  agency  has  yet  been  organized  specifically  for  re- 
search in  agricultural  economics.    The  recently  established  Development 
and  Migration  Commission  is  undertaking  an  economic  survey  of  the  resources 
of  Tasmania.    In  India  the  recommendations  of  the  Indian  Economic  Inquiry 
Committee  of  1925  showed  an  increasing  public  interest  in  agricultural 
economics.    In  Canada,  South  Africa,  New  Zealand  and  the  Irish  Eree  State, 
also,  a  certain  amount  of  research  along  special  lines  has  been  carried 
on.     The  Committee  report  recognizes  those  efforts,  but  indicates  a  need 
for  a  comprehensive  program  of  research  in  agricultural  economics  which 
will  tend  to  strengthen  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  Empire  and  give 
publicity  to  the  solution  of  economic  problems  involving  agricultural 
products. 


RUSSIAN  APPLES  I  IT  THE  BRITISH  MARKET 

Apples  from  Crimea,  Russia,  have  been  cold  in  Covent  Garden,  London, 
during  the  past  three  seasons,  according  to  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  Fruit  Special- 
ist of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  Europe.     The  first  were  said 
to  have  been  transported  from  Crimea  to  Moscow  by  the  Soviet  Government  and 
there  packed  in  cases  for  export.    The  first  attempt  was  crude,  but  consist- 
ent progress  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  this  product.    This  year's 
outturn,  the  first  of  which  Mr.  Smith  has  examined  at  Covent  Garden,  offers 
a  great  contrast  to  the  original  shipments.    An  exact  duplicate  of  the 
standard  Northwest  apple  box  has  been  perfected  and  the  pack  is  as  good, 
according  to  Mr.  Smith,  as  any  oack  he  has  observed  coming  from  the  eastern 
part  of  the  United  States  or  Canada.
